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(TWENTY-SIX DEAD IN 


HERRIN MINE WAR 


Casualties Expected to Mount Higher 


After Night of Open Fighting Be- 


tween Union Men and Strike 


Breakers. 


[By the Associated Press] 


Herrin, 111., June 22.—A check-up 


at noon today, made by The Associat- 
ed Press, showed twenty-six known 
dead and indications that the total 
would be more than thirty m the hos- 
tilities between strikins'union miners 
and employes of the strip mines of the 
Southein Illinois Coal company near 
here. 


Bodies were spread over an area fif- 


teen miles square, some of them rid- 
dled, 'with bullets, others beaten to 
tfeath, and three hanging by ropes 
from trees. 


FIND 16 DEAD. 


The bodies of sixteen non-union 


men were fo-und in a woods near the 
strip mine, six miles east of here. A 
man named McDowell, foreman at 
the mine, was beaten to death, and 
the remaining exclusive of the man 
hanged, were shot to death. It was 
stated the men were massacred when 
they attempted to escape after being 
taken prisoner by the union forces. 


FOUR MAY DIE. 


The dead, non-union men were re- 


ported to have been among forty-four 
prisoners taken at the strip mine. 
Four others were found riddled with 
bullets and are not expected to re- 
cover. What became of the other 24 
could not be learned. 


STORMED CAMP. 


Ths union sympathizers stormed the 


camp before daj break, but found no 
employes of the strip mines in their 
tents, and departed. 
They returned 


after daybreak and found the men 
hiding behind steam shovels and other 
paraphernalia the reports said. 
The 


mine employes thereupon were lined 
•up, and some were marched into the 
woods and Ijnched, according to the 
reports. 


SCATTERED IX WOODS. 


Four of the sixteen t'lies of strike- 


breakers -were found at the foot of 
the tree from which the body of the 
man hanged was suspended. 
The 


bodies of the other 11 dead, and four 
wounded were scattered through the 
yoods. 


The man hunt was continuing over 


8 wide area. 
Six men later were 


caught and taken in the direction of 
the mine. 


THOUSANDS WATCH. 


There were several thousand men 


and boys present v.-hen the sixteen 
non-union mm were killed at nine 
o'clock this morning. 


The 44 men were taken prisoneis 


at the camp, herded in front of their 
captors and when they reached-a point 
about half way between the mine and 
Herrin, where they passed through a 
woods, the killing began. 
Strikers 


declared the prisoners, by an appar- 
ently pre-arranged 
signal, made 


dash to escape and that they were 
pursued and killed. 


LOOT HARDWAP.E STORE. 


Following this skirmish excitement

here, who crowded the streets, and

erations since the strike became ef-

WEATHER-APPETITE

Warm weather usually brings with 
t a loss ol appetite, especially In the 
case of the office man or other se- 
dentary worker. 
Most of us overeat 


n summer, or else we cram our 
bodies with 
foods containing in 


themselves too much heat. 


Foods contain varying amounts of 


heat units, or calories. Therefore, at 
this season, unless you select your 
food with some care you are liable 
to .supply * your old furnace with 
enough heat for midwinter Instead of 
summer. 


Too often we measure our food by 


the square Inch—eat through 
our 


eyes, as the saying goes,—according 
to the size of our stomachs, Instead 
ol regarding food units which have 
no bearing on inches. A pat of but- 
ter has as many food units as five 
cupstul of shredded cabbage. 


In hot weather 
avoid meat and 


heavy 
foods altogether. 
In 
their 


place substitute green 
vegetables, 


fruits and 
cold 
foods. Fish and 


fowl may be eaten when the meat 
craving Is strong. 


Peopl'e who are more or less Inac- 


tive during the day do well to cut 
out the noon meal altogether. 


Here are rules 
to remember, no 


matter what the weather or the 
meal: 
• 


Do not eat too fast, but chew, tha 


food well. 


Do not eat when excited or angry. 
Food 
should not 
be 
"washed 


down" with water, milk or coffee. 
They interfere with digestion. Drink 
after the food has been swallowed. '

Through the center of the course 


extends a natural hazard known as 
Curtis creek which is 30 yards -nlde 
and nearly as deep.

times In the play of the course. 


FIKST ONE HIDDEN. 


The first hole is hidden from the 


tee fringing boundaries on the right 
with pots 
to the left 
to penalize 


hooks. The 
approach 
Is across a 


natural draw with 'he creek behind 
the green and a pot at the left to 
catch stray shots. Distance 326. Par 
4. Bogey 5. 


Hole No. : is dog's leg play 340 


yards long with
